Thus we see, that by 
the righteousness of Christ, the free gift 
(in the provisions of the gospel) has come 
upon all men unto justification of life, and 
secures justification and eterual life to all 
that believe on him.

Mrs. Shuck was tenderly devoted to her friends, 
and often thought of dear ones far away.

Mrs. Shuck was kind to all, and by all who knew 
her worth, was loved. The missionary always re- 
ceived consolation and assistance—the sick stran- 
ger was gladly received under her roof—the poor 
and the blind were always welcomed, and never 
departed without a blessing. Mrs. Shuck soothed 
the last hours of the partner of our brother Dean, 
and to his aching heart was a messenger of joy.— 
Mrs. Shuck and Mrs. Dean have again met—and 
happy is their union, 

The closing year of Mrs. Shuck’s life was spent 
in winning soul® to Christ ; and she seemed to be 
drawn nearer to Christ, and at times her soul was 
illumined by the thought of heaven soon opening 
to receive her. She died on the morning of Nov. 
13th, 1844. “Her mind was engaged in prayer to 
the last, and as there was scarcely a pain or strug- 
gle, but purely sinking or prostration, she literally 
‘fell asleep’ in Jesus.” A placid smile played up- 
on her cheek, which death could not pluck away.

Instead of being 
made to fee] the importance of walking with God, 
and being in a state in which we could go to him 
with confidence, the great anxiety has been to pro- 
mote confidence towards man ;—to be in a state 
where we could speak freely to sinners about their 
souls, and pray with them in their anxiety.

Al! that is 
necessary to strike a death blow at slavery is un- 
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to comprehend the infinite. The question before 
us is one of those on which it is casy to dogmat- 
ize; but difficult if not impossible, to reason. Can 
we take fur premises the few elementary truths 
which lie within the narrow range of our mental 


space in the columns of the paper on these ques- 
tions. If we are at fault on this point, it arises 
from the factthat we are apt to be governed too 
much by our feelings on the impulse of the moment.

We knew that there are members 
of churches in almost every direction, who are al- 
so connected with some Secret Society, but we are 
not aware that the fact of their being such, destroys 
their Christian character; it may prove injurious 
to their growth in grace and spiritual attainments ; 
but we don't believe from the simple fact, that a 
church member isa Rechabite or an Odd Fellow, 
he necessarily becomes a bad man. If he neglects 
his covenant obligations to the Church, he is a 
proper subject for discipline ; and the duty of the 
Church is plain in such a case. . Discipline too, 
would prove more beneficial to him than a random 
shot frown a newspaper. But why not attack the 
whole system, “ Agent” may ask, and overthrow it 
at once? Because, in the first place it cannot be 
done ; for Secret Societies are not made up of 
professors of religion alone, and even if they were, 
we could not compel them to give them up ; and in

The latter place continued 
to be the field of Mrs. Shuck’s labors until her 
death. Here “A lovely spot,” to use her own ex- 
pression, was granted by the English government 
for a missionary chapel; and the work went on 
gloriously, notwithstanding numerous losses and 
disappointments.

graded by such association. If slavery is 
wt excluded by law, the presence of the 
slave will exclude the laboring white man. 
The young men who went with their axes 
into the forests, and hewed out of the wil- 
Jerness such States as Ohio, and Indiana, 
and Michigan, and Illinois, and Lowa, and 
Wisconsin, would never have consented in 
the workshops or in the field to be coupled 
with negro slaves. These powerful com- 
monwealths have sprung up in the great 
West within the memory of a single gener- 
ation, free, populous and flourishing, by the 
wisdom of the legislation of the men of the 
Revolution. One act of this Government 
did more for them than all other acts of leg- 
islation. It was the ordinance of July, 
1787, by which slavery and involuntary 
servitude, except for crime, was forever 
prohibited in all the territory of the United 
States, North and West of the Ohio river. 
The brave and patriotic generation who 
achieved our independence, and establish- 
ed the republic, did not hesitate about pass- 
ing suchanact. They thus saved these 
now populous and powerful States from the 
evils of slavery and a black population.— 
Shall we hesitate to do the same thing for 
territory where slavery does not now exist ! 
I trust not. The man who has wealth or 
credit to purchase a plantation and become 
the owner of slaves, may settle and reside 
without social degradation in a country 
where slavery exists. Not so with the la- 
boring white man. Me cannot go without 
social degradation, and he therefore will 
not go. He is excluded quite as effectual- 
ly as he could be by law. The mere pres- 
ence of slavery, wherever it exists, degrades 
the condition, the respectability, the char- 
acter of labor. A false and mischievous 
public opinion regarding the condition and 


presence; and false and recreant to his 
race and to his constituency would be any 
representative of free white men and wo- 
men, who should, by his vote, place free 
white labor upon a condition of social 
equality with the labor of the black slave ; 
equally false would he be, who, upon any 
pretense, should by inaction and evasion of 
the question produce the same degrading 
result.

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No more Slave Territory. 
We cannot too much admire independence and 
true feeling of freedom exhibited in the speech of 
Hlon. Preston King, Democratic Representative 
from New York, in Congress,on the bill for supply- 
ing means for carrying on the war. It will be a 
new era in the politics of his country, if sentiments 
like the following are to constitute the basis of par- 
ty action. What truth and eloquence is there in 
the statements below. We copy from the report 
of the Tribune :—WVew York Evangelist. 

The time has come when this republic 
should declare by law that it will notle 
made an instrument to the extension of sle- 
very on the continent of America—that 
the boundaries, institution, and principles 
of our Republic must and will extend, there 
can be no doubt. The present war with 
Mexico must result in an extension of the 
territory ef the United States. A peace 
honorable to this country cannot be eonclu- 
ded without indemnity from Mexico in ter- 
ritory. Itis whispered that it will not do 
to propose a law that any such territory 
should be free territory because a Southern 
Administration will take no territory unless 
it shall be so arranged that the territory 
shall'e open to slavery. L will not listen 
to, or harbor so ronustrous an idea ; every 
inch of Texas was yielded to slavery. 1 
Know that it was reluctantly yielded to the 
possession of slavery by many who suppos- 
ed the acquisition of Texas might be haz- 
arded by any dissension about the terms so 
strenuously insisted upon by the Repre- 
sentatives of the slave States; but, with 
Texas, the extension of slavery, it was 
supposed, would stop. It was hoped the 
South would not desire to carry it where it 
docs not now exist. Is this so? The two 
millions are distinctly, urgently,and repeat- 
edly recommended by the President to be 
appropriated, There is no other purpose 
for which this appropriation can be wanted, 
except in connection with a cession of ter- 
ritory by Mexico. Mexico already owes 
us unpaid indemnities for acknowledged 
and adjudicated spoliations on our com- 
merece, J repeat, we must have territory 
from Mexico, and there can be no harm or 
impropriety in stating what circumstances 
and every action of our Government pro- 
claim to the world as clearly and as uner- 
ringly as words could do. Shall the terri- 
tory now free, which shall come to our ju- 
risdiction, be free territory, open to settle- 
ment by the laboring man of the free States, 
or shall it-be slave territory given up to 
slave labor? One or other it must be ; it 
cannot be both. The labor of the Wee

Take warning, | 
beseech you, of me, and beware of that 
blue mould! Uanxiously read the history 
of all the people of God recérded in that 
book, to see if any one had done a’ bad us 
myself, or gone as far ustray; but I could 
find no case as vile as mine, for I had sinned 
against light which they did not enjoy.—

During this season of anguish and de- 

spair, I was several times tempted to put an 
end to my miserable existence; but some- 
thing seemed to whisper, ** Wait—wait a 
little.’ The last time this temptation was 
presented, and just as I was about to throw 
myself into the deep, this thought came in- 
to my mind: “Why destroy yourself? At 
the worst you can but perish ; and why not 
perish crying for mercy ?” Where did this 
thought originate ? Certainly not with me, 
for I never before had such an idea. It 
was the suggestion of the Blessed Spirit! 
In its train immediately followed these 
words from Isaiah: “Come now, and let 
us reason together, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be white 
as snow ; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool.” Wonderful words! 
—auastonishing condescension !—that the 
great Jehovah: should stoop so low, as to in- 
vite a vile, polluted worm, a rebel against 
his government, to reason with him! 
‘| Another scripture followed this: ‘And 
the blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, cleans- 
eth from all sin.” AW sin—that must in- 
clude mine; and I grasped at it like a drown- 
ingman! Yea, a drowning man will grasp 
at a straw, but this was something mor; it 
was substantial, and I felt that it would 
buoy me up. With these two texts, one in 
each hand, I cast myself at the throne of 
grace, and plead God’s own word with the 
energy ofdespair. Nor did I plead in vain. 
Peace and joy, unspeakable and full of glo- 
ry, broke into my soul, and vile as I had 
been, I rose from my knees feeling that 1 
was pardoned and accepted through the 
blood of the Lamb. 

You may think all this mere oratory, and 
that I have learned to talk thus at school ; 
but it isnot so.* [have never enjoyed the 
privilege of such kind of knowledge; but 
that which I have told you, I know by the 
best of all means—a witness within myself. 
I stand before you a pardoned sinner, justi- 
fied freely by grace, through faith; and that 
not of myself, it is the gift of God, and 
when God gives,he gives freely and upbraids 
not.

Who built it ? 


Some years ago, it will be recollected, 
an ancient wall of large dimensions was 
discovered at whatis now called Aztalan, 
in Wisconsin, between the Four Lakes and 
Milwaukee. The antiquarian may now 
find an additional field for his researches 
in Lowa. In Lee county, about ten miles 
from Burlington, a stone wall was acciden- 
tally discovered on the farm of Mr. Wm. 
Heiter, while he was sinking posts for a 
fence a few days since. A correspondent 
thus describes it :-— 

“I saw a great curiosity as I came home 
from Burlington. On the lower road from 
Burlington here, on the farm of Wm. Reit- 
er, 7 miles distant from this place, has been 
discovered under ground a stone wall about 
2 feet wide, 2 feet deep, and laid regularly, 
the stone lapped after the fashion of foun- 
dation walls. It appears to have been the 
foundation of some ancient building or su- 
perstructure of square dimensions, about 
22 feet either way. Itis on the highest 
point of the prairie, the ground receding 
from it in every direction. Nota stone or 
a pebble except those in the wall can be 
found in half a mile of the place. Mr. H. 
discovered the wallin sinking posts for a 
fence. Most of it is now uncovered, and 
a part of the northern wall removed.—- 
There is 2 middle or partition wall. Ma- 
ny of the stones are greatly decayed.” —
